This fever 
8e<3ijiu to have tA't n occasioned to a great 
extent by the drou.b. which diieu u i 
the streams and wator holes. In thi.^ 
cuuueulion Gen. tilaiiley suy.s that ex- 
changes of troops into the deimrtmt^nt 
of T«>xu.s should be made in the full b«a 
son so that they can bevjume acoiimHted 
before tne Buminer stiuion. 

As a rule, ne iwyd, the relations with 
oar Mexican neigh bois have been

Attention is directed to the fact that 
mnoh lawlessness and many shuckii)-' 
marders have occurred In the territory 
south of the Sonthem PacUo railroad 
In moat cases the uurderera are Mexi* 
cans, who, after committing these 
crimps, escape to Mexico. While it is a 
deiic»ts qne^tion to determine whether 
•tha matter of prsventing this lawless- 
nass and crime is a subject for the state 
police or United States military to han 
ale. Gen. Stanley says he has muds 
arrangements to e-'tablish a patrwl of 
the Rio Grande river in hopes of pre- 
venting such crimes in the future. 

Contrary to popular belief on the sub 
jeer, government mules in Texas grow 
old and die, and Qen. Stanley urges 
that younger and more eflicienc ani- 
mals be 8u^>plied to re i dace thotMn now 
in the service, and to till the ranks that 
have become depleted by death.

MURDERE D BY THIEVES. 

Conatable Statei-r, of Tiirniituin, Pa., 
»l.*< UUrlinrcInK Hi* Duty. 

FITT8BCRO, Nov. 4. -Constable Harry 
Matear, of Tarentum. seventeen miles 
•ast of this city, was murdered at that 
place last night by thieV' s. At 8:itd 
oclo<;k three thieves broke into th;- tail- 
oring extablishmeut of biohl Urolheisin 
Taieiitum. They were siirpi isod by the 
son ol one of the proprietors of the 
store, who gave tho aiarm and tne 
thievn<i broke out a side door each with 
an armful uf ulo.hing and ran towards 
the river. 

Constable Mateer was notified of the 
theft, and with a party of citizens went 
ill puranit ol tho robbeis. At Peterson, a 
half mile below this city, (Jfiicer Mateer 
bo'iided tha Bluirsville expitm on the 
We^t Pennsylvania ruilioud to look for 
the thieves, and as he walked into the 
smoking cur the thieves recognizing 
him jumped off the train with Mateer 
afte> them. He caught one of the men 
and struck him with a bUly. As be did 
so the thief shot at.him, the ball strik- 
ing one of his pants buttons and caus- 
ing a blight (lesh wound. Mateer puiled 
his revolver and shot another of the 
men who came up at this moment, uud 
as he did so be was struck again by a 
billy and rolled into the ditch. 

'1 lie third man came up at this time 
and shot the prostrate officer, the bull 
striking him at the. base of Us spinal 
column, from the eflFects of wbiuu he 
slowly sank, dying ^at 10 o'clock. All 
this hupponened inside of a minute. 
I he trainmen and some passengers 
rushed to the rescue of * Mateer, when 
the murderers ran away. They have 
not y«t be^n captured. Great excite- 
ment prevails in Tarentum, and search- 
ing parties are out all along tbt West 
Pen usylvania railroad from Allegheny 
City to Tarantau in search ot the mur- 
derers.
